the recapture by the Americans of 
the village of Seicheprey (about seven 
miles east of the forest of Apremont) 
after 
savage haml-to-hand fighting, 


with most of the ground lost in the 
early part of tho fighting, when twelve 
hundred German storm troops attack- 
ed the American positions northwest 
Of Tou!. 


The men of all services were eager 


for an opportunity to fight the enwuy 
in the open aod numbers of Americans 
in the rear lines begged of their com- 
manders that they be sent up to assist 
the infantrymen bearing the brunt of 
tJie attack. All the Americans moving 
to the front were in the highest spirits 
and waved their caps to the cheering 
villagers. 


The hand-to-hand fighting was still 


going on at nightfall. 


The German 
troops, the largest 


number so far concentrated against 
the Pershing line, were hurled against 
the American positions on a one-mile 
front west of Renneres forest, after 
a terriffic bombardment of gas and 
high explosive shells. 


The enemy succeeded in penetrat- 


ing the front line treanches and in 
taking Seicheprey, but was 
driven 


back later. 


The enemy's casualties are helievefl

mediate resumption of the offensive. 


From the Ailette river to the North 


Sea only two offensive sectors remain 
—betweon Amiens and Arras, and be- 
tween Xienport and Ypres. 


Just -north of Albert during the 


night, after heavy cannonading, there 
was local fighting in the mists until 
after midnight.

mean the same to us now, certainly. 
A military autocracy, after more than 
forty years of thorough and cunning 
preparation, a great part of it by means 
of weapons of our own invention, has 
thrust our Democracy and our Liberty 
into the crucible to test it out, to see 
whether it would hold good. 
They did 


not believe it would hold good, those 
Prussian militarists; they do not be- 
lieve it yet. 
AVe believe it will, but our 


belief has been made up heretofore 
largely of egotism and blindness. 


Democracy and' Liberty, the v,\ rld's 


with our own, is now undergoing the 
supreme test. Of course there is dross, 
and it is coining to the top rapidly. 
There is inelliciency, mismanagement, 
grave mistakes that even our national 
lenders have made ; there lias been 
some graft, no doubt ; there has been 
some playing of politics; there has 
boon profiteering, but all this is only 
the dross floating to the top of the 
crucible. We v. ere nevr a military 
naticn, you know. The biggest of our 
mistakes, I think, was in our shipbuild- 
ing program, hut we were never a ship- 
building nation, either. However, this 
dross is all being cleared away-. 


Fully 00 per cent of the winning of 


rliiy war depends upon us here at home. 
We have three great duties upon us 
now as we never had them upon u<5 
before— those of us who can grow food 
products must grow more than ever; 
ivo must all aid in the saving of foods, 
and 
especially 
wheat, 
meats, 
and 


Migar; and all of us who can, though 
f t may necessitate some sacrifice, must 
fiiiy these now Liberty bonds. Proper- 
ly carried through, those three great 
duties will prove the 
overbalancing 


power in the winning of the war, be- 
youd a doubt. The growing of great 
crops and the conservation of food, 
and the buying of Liberty bonds, quick- 
ly mean enough food for our soldiers 
.•Mid our allies, and enough ships to 
carry it. 
If wo fail in this the die of 


destiny is quite likely to fall with its 
•A'ull-and-erossbones upward for us; if 
we do not fail, then Democracy and 
Liberty will come out of the crucible 
covered with glory. 
The result is 


inevitable.

find rice or potato with loft-rfvcT meat 
like sausage or any otiior meat mix- 
ture which makes a nice combination 
is good baked in a pepper shell. 
Pep- 


pers seaided and chipped then sprin- 
kled over lettuce make a good salad 
served with any kind of dressing. 


Peanuts, chopped poppers, a spoon- 


ful of chopped onion and a salad dress- 
ing poured over lettuce, is another good 
combination. 


A potato is improved by the addition 


of a chopped green popper. 


Sherry's Dressing.—Take a cupful of 


olive oil. one-fourth cupful of good vtn- 
csrar, a t-iblospoonful each of chopped 
green and rod popper, onion and pow- 
dered sucrar, a tcaspoonful of salt and 
a few dashes of cayenne, with a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, all well 
mixed and beaten until well blended, 
then allowed to stand an hour before

The grov.’ing of great 
crops and the conservation of food, 
and the buying of Liberty bonds, qulclv- 
ly mean enough food for our soldiers 
and our allies, and enough ships to 
carry it.

A spoonful of chopped pepper added 
to bean soup improves It much in ila- 
%"or. A most attractive salad may be 
made of tomato, gelatine and season­ 
ings, poured into peppers te set. Cut 
them in slices and serve with salad 
dressing. 
Peppers may be canned as 
ay^,v other vegetable, blanching, then 
pack and cook under water as usual 
in the cold-pack method. 
Stuffed Peppers.—Take large, well­ 
shaped i^eppers for this purpose. Cut 
off the stem end, leaving the stem for 
a handle when possible. Parboil after 
removing tbe veins and seeds, chill In 
cold water and they are ready for 
stuiling. 
A mixture of chopped ham 
and rice or potato vMth left-<f\*er meat 
like sausage or any other meat mix­ 
ture which makes a nice combination 
is good baked in a pepper shell. Pep­ 
pers scalded and chipped then sprin­ 
kled over lettuce make a good salad 
served with any kind of dressing. 
Peanuts, choiiped peppers, a spoon­ 
ful of chopped onion and a salad dress­ 
ing poured over Icttuce is another good 
combination. 
A potato is improved by th^ addition 
of a chopped green pepper. 
Sherry^s Dressing.—^Take a cupful of 
olive oil, one-fourth cupful of good vin­ 
egar, a tablespoonful each of chopped 
green and red pepper, onion and pow­ 
dered sugar, a teaspoonful of salt and 
a few dashes of cayenne, with a table­ 
spoonful of chopped parsley, all well 
mixed and beaten initil well blended, 
then allowed to stand an hour before 
serving, makes a salad dressing espe­ 
cially fine for head lettuce.

Soups because of their 
action upon the diges­ 
tion, rank high in Invalid cookery. 
(Jreani soups are rich in nutriment 
becaiisc of the milk, butter, flour or 
vegetables they contain. 
For one«servlng of soup use a cup­ 
ful of milk, thickened with 
three- 
fourths of a tablespoonful of flour 
and half u table.spoonful of butter, 
with one-half cupful of ma.shed or 
sifted vegetable. 
It should be com­

WILL TEACH GUNNERY »—•••••«•« 


Yale Makes Complete Change In 


Its Courses. 


Plan to Turn Out Expert. Artillery- 


men—Given 15 Hours a Week 


to Work. 


New Haven, Conn.—Tale university 


has taken a long step toward making 
itself a second West Point when it an- 
nounced a complete change In its 
courses designed to turn out expert 
artillerymen. 
The new course pro- 


vides for three years of training for 
war. 
Next fall all students except 


those who enter the naval training 
course will be given a chance to take 
15 hours a week of artillery work. 


Men taking this course are enrolled 


as members of the reserve officers 
training corps. There are now over 
700 of them in college, and it is their 
demand for intensified instruction that 
led the authorities to take the new 
step. It will still be possible for men 
to take some of the old courses, but 
every department of the university will 
throw Its mala strength Into war train- 
ing. 


"The underlying idea of the action 


was this," President Arthur T. Hadley 
said: "Any course of study, to be ef- 
fective, must have a motive. In times 
of war the interest of everybody cen- 
ters on military activities. The one 
way to keep our classroom work alive 
during these years is to connect stud- 
ies with the work in which the nation 
is engaged."

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Warnings About Tornadoes 


Conditions Usually Preceding Severe Windstorms and Pre- 


cautions to Prevent Injury 


PRAYER OF THE ARMY MEN 


The causes and effects of windstorms, the seasons when they are moct 


likely to occur, how to forestall tornadoes, and pn cautions to pieveiit ini»r> 
ore outlined in a series of warnings issued by the "United States weather 
bureau, which are briefly sunnuatUed as follows: 


Tornadoes are usually preceded by high temperature and humidity — a 


weather condition generally said to be "sultrj," "sticky," or "oppressive." Ram 
may come before, with, or after a tornado, or, very rarely, there may be no 
rain at all. The barometer does not foretell a tornado, though it indicates low 
pressures ; and tornadoes always occur in a "low" area. 


The season in which tornadoes may be expected varies according <o the 


region. They may visit the Gulf states in winter, and as the season advances 
the region of greatest frequency is in the Plains states and the 
valley, from April to September, mclushe. In this region May is the worst 
month, with April next. East of the Appalachian mountains, however, toina- 
does rarely occur until after July. Generally they come between 3 :30 and 5 
p. to., but they may even come at night. 


Persons may somewhat avoid tornado danger by watching the lo^al signs 


und reading the weather maps, which at least show the conditions which favor 
tornado formation. The local signs are heavy, dark clouds, fust in the south- 
west, almost immediately followed by clouds in the northwest and north. A 
Xunnel-shaped cloud is a sure sign, though there may be a toi nado w hen such a 
cloud is not readily seen. If a funnel cloud cannot be seen, the whirling motion 
of the air may be known by a peculiar roaring noise, somewhat like the lurnble 
uf distant thunder or the approach of a heavy train of c..rs. 


If one can see the cloud and get an idea of the direction hi which it is mov- 


ing, the zone of safety is at right angles to the dnection of motion. The south- 
ern margin is usually more dangerous than the northern, r.nd this should be 
remembered m seckmsr a place of safety. The width of the path of greatest 
destruction is ordinarily not more than a few bundled jard<=, though this de- 
structive diameter may be from some rods wide to a half mile, or sometimes 
wider. However, the worst part is comparamely narrow, and lel.itive safelj 
may be had only a short distance at right angles to the line of the advance of 
the tornado. 


In some of the Plains states there are so-called ""j clone" cellars, and 


•where these are not aiailable the southwest coiner of the cellar of a frame 
building is the next best place. Brick buildings are not so safe, but the cellar 
is probably the safest place in them. In the Omaha toinado of 1913 very few 
brick houses were seriously damaged. These are ordinanly unroofed, though 
sometimes the Avails crumble or fall outward.

Milk and Milk Dishes. 


The value of milk for the growing 


fc tmly can never be too often express- 
ed. In these days when feed for the 
cattle costs so muoh more than 
formerly, when labor is higher and 
•very scarce the dairyman must raise 
his price of milk or go out of busi- 
ness. Milk at 12 to 15 cents a quart 
.is cheaper food than meat. Cut down 
on other foods but never on the milk 
for the family, for fn it are the growth 
determinants or growth stimulants 
which are &o essential for a good body 
framework and healthy blood. The yolk 
of egg and good butter nre also rich hi 
this growth stimulant. A crowing child 
should have if possible three glasses 
of milk per day, even when eating fhe 
csual amount of solid foods found in 
vegetables and cereals, milk is not a 
beverage, It is a food. 


Milk with" eggs in the form of cus- 


tards is one of the best, most whole- 
some and easily digested desserts for 
young people. 


Skimmed milk may be bought cheap- 


ly and Is a most nutritious food, lack- 
ing only In fat, which may be supplied 
in other ways. 


For cicam soups skimmed milk may 


be used, and egg added to supply the 
lack of fat with butter and flour used ] 
In the binding makes it is as good as 
whole milk. Cold skimmed milk may 
be given the children at meals for their 
drink In summer and hot in winter. 
If plenty of good butter is supplied 
the child will be well fed. Cheese in 
•vanotis forms mav b*e used in the place 
cf meat; as scuttles with macaroni in 
cream sauce over toast, in cream po- 
tatoes or escalloped potatoes and in 
many other dishes which will occur to 
the 
house mother. A simple and 


wholesome supper dish which ts easy 
to prepare is the following: 


Spread the required number-of slices 


of bread with butter, jilace in a shal- 
low granite baking pan, cover each 
slice with a thick lajer of finely cut 
cheese, or grated cheese may be used 
if it is dry, then pour over enough 
milk and eggs to co\er the cheese. 
Use one egg for every cupful of milk 
used, add salt and a dash of cayenne 
pepper, then bake until the custard 
is set. 
Serve hot.

of Shoes Needed for Army— 


Many for Pershing Warriors 


Although the war department now 


has on hand and contracted for a total 
of 15,437,000 pairs of shoes, Secretary 
Baker announces that more than 1,000,- 
000 pairs of shoes will have to be ob- 
tained for the army this year. This 
is made necessary by the building up 
of adequate stocks of resen es, both in 
France and in this country. 


General Pershing, having in mind 


the Jength cf time shoes are expected 
to last the men in France, has re- 
quested shipments of 18,590 pairs of 
shoes for each 25,000 men monthly, or 
approximately nine pairs of shoes for 
each man annually. This quantity is 
in excess of actual consumption, and 
when a reserve supply is built up the 
quantities will be reduced. 


For troops in tins countrv after the 


first issue of 100 per cent, 17 per cent 
a month is required for upkeep, and 72 
per cent as a reserve stock. At the 
embarkation concentration camps 150 
per cent is the ratio for equipping a 
guen number of men with 325 per cent 
as the ration for reserve stock. 
In 


France the upkeep is placed at 75 per 
cent for a given number of troops, with 
75 per cent for the resen e supply.

Amateur Surgeon Amputates Leg 


With Clasp Knife. 


Steward Is Decorated for One of Most 


Brave and Remarkable Deeds 


of the War. 


LonJon.—For amputating a man's 


log with a claspknife but still savin? 
his life, Alfred William Furneus, a 
chief steward in the mercantile marine, 
has beeii decorated by the king. 
The 


story of his i»erolc conduct and skill 
form one of the most remarkable of 
the many tales told since the beginning 
of the war. The following is an ac- 
count of the services for which he re- 
ceived the Albert medal in gold: 


la April, 1917, the steamship 
In 


which Mr. Furneaux was serving was 
torpedoed by the enemy, and the tegs 
of a Lascar, who was on the spot 
where certain deck plates had buckled 
and broken, were caught so firmly be- 
tween the plates that he would have 
pone down with the ship. 
Mr. Fur- 


neaux, however, wenr to the man's as- 
sistance and managed to get one leg 
out, but the other was nearly severed 
through above the knee. 
Finding it 


impossible to pull the leg out, Mr. Fur- 
neaux amputated it with an ordinary 
clasp knife and then carried the man 
to n boat. 


When in the boat lie dressed ths 


wound as well as possible and gave 
the life belt he was wearing to the 
wounded man. Mr. Furneaux also ren- 
dered first aid in the boat to another 
Lascar who was badly scalded.

Furneaux was in imminent danger of 
losing his life iu rendering the serv- 
ice.

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Warnings About Tornadoes 


Conditions Usually Preceding Severe Windstorms .and Pre­ 
cautions to Prevent Injury 
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The catises and eiTocts of ^Ylndstorm5, the Fcasons: wlion they arc rnoPt 
likely to occur, how to forestall tornadoes, and procaulions to prevent In.iury 
ore outlined In a scries of warnings issued by the TJnited States weather 
bureau, which are briefly summarised as follows: 
Tornadoes are usually preceded by hi{rh temperature and humidity—a 
’Weather condition generally said to be “sultry,’* “sticky,” or “oppressive/* Rain 
may come before, with, or after a tornado, or, very rarely, there may he no 
rain at all. The barometer does not foretell a tornado, though it indicates low 
pressures; and tornadoes always occur in a “low*’ area. 
The season in which tornadoes may be expected varies according to the 
region. They may visit the Gulf states in winter, and as the season advances 
the region of greatest frequency is in the Plains states and the Mississippi 
%^alloy, from April to September, inclusive. 
In this region Miiy. is the worst 
month, with April next. East of the Appalachian mountains, however, torna- 
does rarely occur until after July. Generally they come between 3:30 and 5 
p. m., but they may even come at nip:ht. 
Persons may somewhat avoid tornado danger by watching‘the local signs 
and reading the weather maps, which at least show the conditions which favor 
tornado formation. The local signs are heavy, dark clouds, first in the south­ 
west, almost immediately followed by clouds in the northwest and north. A 
Xunnel‘Shaped cloud is a sure sign, though there may be a tornado when such a 
cloud is not readily seen. If a funnel cloud cannot be seen, the whirling motion 
uf tlie air may be known by a peculiar roaring noise, somewhat like the rumble 
<jf distant thunder or the approach of a heavy train of cars. 
If one can see the cloud and get an idea of the direction tn which it is mov­ 
ing, the zone of safety is at right anp:les to the direction of motion. The S(nith- 
crn margin is usually more dangerous than the northern, and this should be 
remembered in seeking a place of safety. The width of the path of greatest 
destruction is ordinarily not more than a few hundred yards, though this de­ 
structive diameter may be from some rods wide to a half mile, or sometimes 
wider. However, the \vorst part is comparatively narrow, and relative safely 
may be had only a short distance at x'ight angles to the line of the advance of 
thic tornado.

In some of the Plains states there are so-called ♦“cyclone” cellars, and 
where these are not available the southwest corner of the rellar of a frame 
building is the next best place. Brick buildings ai*e not so safe, but the cellar 
is probably the safest place in them. In the Omaha tornado of 1913 very few 
brick houses were seriously damaged. These are ordinarily unroofed, though 
sometimes the walls cruijible or fall outward.

Amerlcan Mills Are Urged 
to Manufacture Peanut Oil; 
Good Market for By-Products 


It is possible with the use of im­ 
proved machinery for cleaning, shell­ 
ing and pressing peanuts, to make a 
high grade of oil in Amex^ican mills 
which is well suited for use in cook­ 
ing, according to the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture. 
Before the 
war cut off practically all imports of 
French and Dutch peanut oils, the 
United States was Importing nearlj^ 
900,000 gallons a year at an average 
price for all grades, ^including soap 
stock, of more than half that of 
edible olive oil. Specialists of the de­ 
partment state that American oil mills 
should prepare to make this oil at 
home both to utilize the large peanut 
crop and to Increase their profits. 
. Peanut oil mills, the specialists sa3^ 
should he located where the farmers 
can profitably grow the Spanish type 
of peanuts, which are high in oil con­ 
tent and have less shell than the larger 
Virginia varieties. 
The mills sliould 
he equipped with peanut cleaners, and 
all the nuts, after going over screens 
to remove (he stocks, stones and other 
trash, should be thoroughly scoured. 
For the by-products obtained In the 
manufacture of peanut oil there is a 
grov.’ing market especially for the 
press cake, M’hich stockmen now real­ 
ize is a very high-grade cattle feed. 
There is also a demand for flour made 
from hull-less peanut cake for human 
food, and there is no reason why it 
should not become a popular article , 
in lunnan sustenance, the specialists j 
say. 
With tho manufacture of high-grade 
peanut oil for cooking and shortening, 
the manufacture of hull-less peanut 
cake for human focul and peanut-hull

Milk and Milk Dishes. 
The value of milk for the growing 
family can never be too often express­ 
ed. In these days when feed for the 
cattle 
costs 
so ’ much more 
than 
formerly, when labor is higher and 
very scarce the .dairyman must raise 
his price of milk or go out of busi­ 
ness. Milk at 12 to 15 cents a quart 
. is cheaper food than meat. Cut down 
on other foods but never on the milk 
for the family, for to. it are the growth 
determinants or growth stimulants 
which are so essential for a good body 
framework and healthy blood. The yolk 
of egg and good butter are also rich hi 
this growth stimulant. A growing child 
should have if possible three glasses 
-3f milk per day, even when eating ihe 
usual amount of solid foods found in 
vegetables and cereals, milk is not a 
beverage. It is a food. 
Milk with* eggs in the form of cus­ 
tards is one of the best, most whole­ 
some and easily digested desserts for 
young people. 
Skimmed milk may be bought cheap­ 
ly and Is a most nutritious food, lack­ 
ing only in fat, which may be supplied 
in other ways.

For cream soups skimmed milk m a y ! 
bo used, and egg added to supply t h e , 
lack of fat with butter and flour used 
In the binding makes it is as good a s ; 
whole milk. Cold skimmed milk may 
be given the children at meals for their 
drink In summer and hot in winter.

cream sauce over toast. In cream po-' 
tatoes or escalloped potatoes and in 
many other dishes whicli will occur to 
the house mother.

of Shoes Needed for A r m y - 
Many for Pershing Warriors 


Although tho war department now 
has on hand and contracted for a total 
of 15,437,000 pairs of shoes. Secretary 
Baker announces that more than 1,000,- 
000 pairs of shoes will have to be ob­ 
tained for the army this year. 
This 
is made necessary by the building up 
of adequate stocks of reserves, both in 
France and in this country. 
General Pershing, having in mind 
the length of time shoes are expected 
to last the men in France, has re­ 
quested shipments of 18,590 pairs of 
shoes for each 25,000 men monthly, or 
approximately nine pairs of shoes for 
each man annually. This quantity is 
in excess of actual consumption, and 
when a reserve supply is built up the 
quantities will be reduced. 
For troops in this country after the 
first issue of IQO per cent, 17 per cent 
a month is required for upkeep, and 72 
per cent as a reserve stock. 
At the 
embarkation concentration camps 150 
per cent is the ratio for equipping a 
given number of men with 325 per cent 
as the ration for reserve stock. 
In 
France the upkeep is placed at 75 per 
cent for a given number of troops, with 
75 per cent for the reserve supply.

SAVES SEAMAN’S LIFE 


Amateur Surgeon Aniputates Leg 
With Clasp Knife. 


Steward Is Decorated for One of Mott 
Brave and Remarkable Deeds 
of the War, 


Lontlon.—For nmputatlng a man*s 
leg with a c3aspknife but still saving 
hla life, Alfred William Furneux, a 
chief steward In the mercantile ranrlne, 
has been decorated by the king. The 
story of his iteróle conduct and skill 
form one of the most remarkable of 
the many tales told since the beginning 
of the war*

count of the services for which he re­ 
ceived the Albert medal In gold: 
In April, 1017, the

and broken, were caught so firmly be­ 
tween the plates that he would have 
gone down with the ship. 
Mr. Fur- 
neaux, however, went to the man’s as­ 
sistance and managed to get one leg 
out, but the other was nearly severed 
through above the knee. 
F'IndIng it 
Impossible to pull the leg out, Mr. Fur- 
neaux amputated it with an ordinary 
clasp knife and then carried the man 
to a boat. 
When in the boat he dressed th^ 
wound as well as possible and gave 
the life belt he was wearing to the 
wounded man. Mr. Furneaux also ren­ 
dered first aid in the boat to another 
Lascar who was badly scalded.

Furneaux was In Imminent danger of 
losing his life in rendering the serv­ 
ice.

This has not been doue 
in every case up to this'time because the 
National Bed Cross wae shipping large 
quantities directly to the camp. 


The distribution of knitted goods will 


continue during the summer and an am- 
ple supply of yarn will be kept on band. 
Many of oar boys may be sent into local* 
itiee, both in this country and abroad, 
where woolen wear is necessary. 


The branches may follow either of two 


plane for distributing knitted goods: 


(1) They may fit out their boys at 


home and report to the Gettysburg com- 
mittee what articles they have given and 
to whom they have given them. If thie 
plan is followed all surplus materials 
should be bent promptly to Gettysburg as 
heretofore.. In eome districts there are 
many knitters and few drafted men, in 
other districts the opposite is the case.

(1) They may fit out their boys at 
home and report to the Gettysburg com­ 
mittee what articles they have given and 
to whom they have given them. If this 
plan is followed all surplus materials 
should be bent promptly to Gettysburg as 
heretofore.. In some districti there are 
many k«ittera and few drafted men, in 
other districts the opposite is the case. 
(2) According to the second and pre­ 
ferable plan» each branch may send all 
its knitted goods directly to Gettysburg, 
with the assurance that every drafted man 
will be supplied at the Court House be* 
fore he lôaves for the train. This plan 
will prevent all chance of duplication.
